In the middle ages owing to the ter- 
rible sanitary conditions prevailing, 
the average length of life wax only 20 
years. Through the general effects of 
improved hygiene and more effecttTe 
control of epidemics the span of life 
had In 1880 increased to 33 years. In 
rjOO it was 40 years and in 1921 this 
was Increased to 60 years. 

Th* greateat infiuanoa lengthening 
the apao of life haa been the daorease 
of infant mortality. 

In 1910, fifteen per oent of all 
deaths were under two years of ago. 
The greateat efforts of sanitarians at 
the present time Is directed toward 
lessening the number of deaths among 
Infants. .\ (llmlnlBhed dtath rate 
amonK children \indcr two years of 
ape will markedly decrease the total 
death rate and correspondingly In- 
crease th* longevity of tiie entire pop- 
ulation. 

Various fantastic causes have been 
blamed for the high Infant death rate 
aince thia subject has been flnt atud- 
led. It baa been shown that the 
weather has a direct eltect upon the 
deatha of Infants. More babies die 
during the hot summer, and where the 
Kreatest variation in temperature ex- 
ists, there will be the Krealcn ileath 
rate among children 

Dad rfillk aa long a^o aa l.ssu was 
found to be a factor In increashif; in- 
fant mortality. The bottle fed baby's 
chance to live Is only one-half that of 
a breaat fed baby. The women who 
car* for th* children are reaponaible 
for the high death rate. 

No milk aubatitntea can take the 
place of breaat milk. Cholera in 
fantuni, the so-called aummer com- 
plaint of children is responsible for 
most of the deaths of babies. 

In bottle-fed bal)los abKoluto olean- 
llnos.s of all 1)011 l(>s and containers Is 
neces.sary. Hiliilo milk substitutes 
witlt beiled. water and give boiled wa- 
ter frequently to th* "l»aby between 
feedings. 

Keep l}ies away from the baby and 
Ita milk, bottles and from all utensils 
used In the preparation of its food. 

Bablea fed on artificial food ahould 
be given a teaspoonful of 'orange Juic* 
daily In addition to their regular feed. 
Ings In order to supply necessary ele- 
ments. 

The best Index of effective health 
work in a comnuinily is the lessoned 
death rate anionp; infants.

.Amalgamated, and he called attention to the fact that thoupl. the 
members now "disclaim approval" of the words of the General Sec- 
retary anil Treiisnrer. xvho stood up for the preamble m a speech, 'U 
does not appear that they have ever taken official action disavowing 
the disloval sentiments of their spokesmen." In thisVonnection it is 
interestii.ir to note that the head of the .Amalgamated was recently 
reported as on his wav to llussia. having seeiired a passport to Lith- 
nania. presumably for the purpos,- of recciv in- fresh instructions and 
material for the.eampaign supported by this union.
